Bids made for fishing pier 


Douglas H. Cameron, the 
Assistant Director of the Public 
Access Board of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Fisheries, Wildlife and 


Environmental Law 
Enforcement, has informed 
that town that two bidders have 
come forward for the fishing 
pier to be built on Silver Lake. 
The plans for the construction 
of the pier had gone out to bid 
in September. 

According to Cameron, only 
two bids were received, with 
the lowest one coming in at 
$171,921,45, an amount that is 
roughly $72,000 more than the 
money that has been approved 
by the state for this project. 
Cameron says that the Public 
Access Board has instructed its 
consultant to look at alternate 
designs for the pier that could 
help bring the price of the pro- 
ject within its appropriated 
amount of $100,000. 

The project will go out to bid 
once more and will likely be 
built in the spring. The pier 
will be named after Rocco 
DePasquale, a beloved figure in 
Wilmington who in his lifetime 
served as a selectmen, opened

The heroics that led to 
Al Fiorenza’s Silver Star 


WILMINGTON - Al Fiorenza 
grew up on Andover Street in 
Wilmington before saving the 
lives of between 40 and 60 sol- 
diers in Korea. 

On October 5, 1951, Company 
E of the 8th Cavalry Unit, 2nd 
Battalion, 1st Cavalry Division 
was moving toward North 
Korea. came through 
Bloody Ridge and right into the 
sights of an enemy machine 
gun nest. 

With no warning, the compa- 
ny was under heavy fire and 
American soldiers were falling. 
Fiorenza referenced the open- 
ing battle scene in “Saving 
Private Ryan” as rane an 
meen picture of the sce- 


"Men were being hit before 
they even knew we were under 
fire,” Fiorenza states. 

Fiorenza was hit on his left 
side and went down. He lay in 
the dirt blood pour 
out of his side and knew that he 
was going to die there on that 


In what may have been a one- 
in-a-million chance, the 
grenade slipped perfectly into 
the opening of the nest and took 
out the enemy, saving as many 
as 60 American soldiers and 
allowing the company to move 
forward. 

“I was going to die anyway, so 
I threw the grenade and got 
lucky,” Fiorenza says, humbly. 

Fiorenza was moved to a 
Mobile Army Surgical Hospital 


(M.A.S.H.) unit for 5 days of 
recovery and was then sent 
back out on the front lines to 
continue fighting. 

Fiorenza fought in two major 
battles defending Hill 334. He 
was decorated with a Silver 
Star, a Bronze Star, a Purple 
Heart, and a Combat Infantry 
Badge.

Public invited to affordable 
housing forum on Nov. 20

WILMINGTON - Residents 
will have an opportunity to help 
the town chart its course 
towards reaching goals for 

ordable housing on 
Thursday, November 20. 

The Wilmington Master Plan 
Committee will be hosting the 
first of two public forums to 
discuss the future of affordable 
housing in Wilmington and to 
accept input to be used in form- 
ing a Planned Production Plan. 
Residents are encouraged to 
offer constructive input and 
comments regarding strategies 
for the most effective way for 
the town to address its need for 
affordable housing. 

The drafting of an Affordable 
Housing Plan (AHP) with’ a 
Planned Production Plan, cer- 
tified by the Department of 
Housing & Community 
Development (DHCD), offers a 
community more control over 
Chapter 40B projects coming 
into the town. 

Chapter 40B refers to the 
affordable housing laws in 
Massachusetts that mandate 
each town provide a minimum 
of 10 percent of its housing 
stock as affordable. 

Chapter 40B, in essence, gives 
the state the authority to over-

rule municipal government in 
regard to the permitting of pro- 
posed housing developments, 
provided the developer has 
allocated a minimum of 25 per- 
cent of the project as afford: 
able. For instance, should a 
community, such as 
Wilmington, deny a permit for 
the development of a condo- 
minium complex, apartment 
complex, or housing develop- 
ment which allows for 25 per- 
cent of the units to be deemed 
affordable, the developer can 
then go directly to the state, 
who will invariably issue a 
comprehensive permit. 

Communities under the 10 
percent mandate but with a 
certified AHP are granted a 
respite “of one year from the 
threat by developers of 40B, 
provided, of course, that the 
plan is implemented and 
adhered to.

I do} however, dislike the gov- 
ernment making decisions for 
me more than I dislike walking 
into a smoke-filled bar or 
restaurant. That’s why I’m a bit 
surprised that the no-smoking 
laws will be passed in 
Massachusetts without too 
much of a fight. 

Individuals should be able to 
make their own decision on 
where they want to eat or 
socialize without interference 
from our state government. If 
a restaurant or bar allows 
smoking, I want to be the one 
who decides whether I go into 
that restaurant or not. If you 
are a non-smoker and the 
establishment allows smoking, 
don’t go there to eat. If you're 
an employee and you don’t like 
smoke, don’t work there. It is 
that simple. 

The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives approved a bill 
that would ban smoking in all 
workplaces, including bars and 
restaurants, with a few excep- 
tions. The proposal allows 
smoking in nursing homes and 
fraternal organizations, private 
homes (thank God), outdoor 


restaurants, tobacco bars, 
retail tobacco stores, hotel and 
motel rooms, and function 
halls. Local officials would be 
allowed to issue special permits 
for certain smoke-oriented 
establishments, such as cigar 
bars or private clubs. 

‘The original basis for the pas- 
sage of this law was for the pro- 
tection of workers and the pub- 
lic from second-hand smoke. 
The bill’s proponents say it is 
designed to protect employees 
from being exposed to second- 
hand smoke while in the work- 
place. 

If secondhand smoke is so 
harmful, why doesn’t it show up 
on any Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) 
regulations? Isn't that the 
agency that protects the work- 
er? Why are there exceptions 
of certain occupations, and why 
isn’t the ban for all work places 
and occupations? 

I think that each town should 
be allowed to fashion a policy 
that makes the most sense for 
their own community. There 
are 93 communities, including 
Boston, that have developed 
their own policy that doesn’t 
allow workplace smoking. In 


April 2002, Norwood residents 
voted against a town-wide 
smoking ban. Now, the state 
may make that vote moot by 
instituting a statewide work- 
place smoking ban. I guess the 
pols on Beacon Hill are smarter 
than the voters in Norwood.

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Fiorenza explains. “You are a 
recipient of a medal.” 

He enlisted in 1950 and spent 
two and a half years serving his 
country in Korea. 

“Sure, I volunteered. Hey, I 
thought Pearl Harbor was a 
girl,” Fiorenza jokes. 

Fiorenza was honorably dis- 
charged at Camp Kilmer and 
“bummed” a ride home carry- 
ing nothing but a duffle bag. 
Well, he got as far as the 
Wilmington Police Station and 
then had to walk to his parents’ 
home on Andover Street since 
no one was available with a car. 

Fiorenza went to work for the 
deli owned by his father and 
brother, but soon became a

Ford. 


He left Stoneham Ford to go 
into the canteen business, start- 
ing out with one truck and 
building the business to as 
many as 100 trucks and a com- 
missary built on West Street.

Fiorenza started the Uptown: 
Deli, which is currently operat- 
ed by his son, Barry, while his. 
daughter Robin runs the Casa’ 
DiFior. 

Al Fiorenza still owns a home 
in Wilmington on, coincidental- 
ly enough, Fiorenza Drive, and 
spends much of his time in Fort 
Lauderdale with his wife. 

He is a past Captain of the 
Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company and was 
honored to be named as a 
Brigadier General of the orga-

Rams defeated in big CAC battle 


Tyngsboro fires blanks on defense and in sportsmanship

The loss dropped the Rams to

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Sullivan got the Tigers started 
with the first of those plays 
before fans had even settled in 
their seats.

There were many reasons for 
the remarkable success of the 
Shawsheen Tech volleyball 
team this season, as they 
advanced to the sectional semi-

They obviously had a couple 
of star players in Jackie 
Raymond and Katie Russo, and 
they had the expertise of coach 
Chet Flynn.

For the parents NSHLA, tne organi 
zation is a resource group and a way for both par- J 
ents and children to socialize among like-minded |} 
people.

Issues and 
answers in 
Tewksbury 


“Tewksburyissues.org is 
batting a thousand,” ‘notes 
the “Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“The website was 
launched on the Internet by 
Tewksbury resident Bob 
Ferrari on April 17, 2000 as a 
forum for residents to hold 
open and frank discussions 
on topical issues and to 
exchange ideas for improving 
the community. It has since 
become a driving force in 
‘Tewksbury, shaping town pol- 
itics, stopping developments, 
and engendering activist 
groups. The site, which many 
town officials dismiss, 
reached an impressive land- 
mark by welcoming its 1000th 
registered member on 
August 31, 

“It all started out of frus- 
tration. Ferrari was watch- 
ing a developer propose six 
5-story buildings of afford- 
able housing in his neighbor- 
hood and, thanks to Chapter 
40B of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, he had no 
power to stop it. Ferrari was 
incensed to hear the develop- 
er say that it would fit ‘per- 
fectly’ into the neighborhood 
of 50 people. 

“‘None of my selectmen 
wanted anything to do with 
stopping this, Ferrari 
recalls. ‘I needed a place to 
vent my frustrations and 
help others in such a circum- 
stance. 

“At about the same time, a 
friend of Ferrari’s created 
www.Amesburylssues.org, a 
website which was success- 
fully able to stave off a com- 
bined strip joint/truck stop 
that was being proposed in 
Amesbury. After seeing 
results like that, Ferrari 
knew that he wanted to offer 
such a.tool to the people of 


“Thus was born the web- 
site’ Ferrari relates. 

“The site started off 
small, with only 10 topics, or 
forums, for residents to chat 
about. Ferrari gave out flyers 
and business cards to resi- 
dents at town meetings in 
order to advertise the exis- 


tence of his website. Ferrari 
jokes that people looked at 
him funny and wondered 
what he was trying to sell. 
Very few accepted any of the 
materia]. What really started 
bringing people to the web- 
site were what they felt were 
proposals of inappropriate 
developments anywhere in 
town, mixed with a little bit 
of initiative from Ferrari... 

“The Tewksbury Citizens 
for Planned Growth (TCPG) 
emerged from these online 
meetings. The TCPG boasts 
roughly 70 members and is 
growing. Many of its mem- 
bers have become actively 
involved in town decisions 
through various committees 
and activities, along with a 
couple of publicly vlected 
positions. 

“In fact, as a result, the 
TCPG was born, and also the 
new Master Plan has sprung 
directly from this (website), 
Ferrari states... 

“The site may have start- 
ed out small, but it has 
become a force to be reck- 
oned with. In addition to hav- 
ing 1,000 members, who are 
able to post and interact with 
the other members in the 70 
forums that now exist on the 
site, the site also attracts 
over 7,000 ‘unique visitors’ 
per week, That number leapt 
up from 5,000 in only five 
weeks, according to 
Ferrari...”

Influenza causes serious ill- 
ness and even death, particu- 
jarly among Americans over 65 
years of age, But the disease is 
vaccine-preventable so there is 
no reason anyone should get 
the flu. 

In fact, you can squash the 
flu bug right in its tracks by 
asking your health care 
provider for a flu shot each and 
every flu season. 

The National Foundation for 
Infectious Diseases (NFID) has 
joined forces with Dr. Joyce 
Brothers, America’s well- 
known psychologist and dis- 
penser of health-conscious 
advice, to issue a public health 
alert about the severe risks 
associated with influenza and 
the importance of annual vacci- 
nation. 

New research shows that 
influenza is responsible for 
more than 114,000 hospitaliza- 
tions and 36,000 deaths annual- 
ly - more deaths than AIDS. 

Vaccination is especially 


important for those at risk for 
influenza-related complications 
including the elderly and those 
with chronic illnesses. Family 
members should get vaccinated 
against influenza to avoid 
transmitting the flu to another 
member in their household. 
“Influenza is a very serious 
disease that can keep you and 
your family out of work and 
school for days if not protect- 
ed,” says Dr. William Schaffner, 
M.D., of NFID, and professor 
and chairman of the 
Department of Preventative 
Medicine at Vanderbilt 
University School of Medicine.

Homeschooling

King has a teenage son Eric 
who started as a homeschool- 
ing student but wanted some of 
the structure of a formal 
school. He was placed in the 
Odyssey Day School in 
Wakefield as a half-time stu- 
dent and is now a fulltime stu- 
dent. 

Eric will be going into high 
school soon and, at that time, 
both he and his parents will 
make decisions on what course 
will be best for his further edu- 
cation. 

One of the former truths 
about homeschooling was the 
lack of socialization. Mia 
Carter, who at 21 is a junior in 
college and the editor of the 
Wakefield edition of the Daily 
Times Chronicle, is a former 
home study student. She start- 
ed in what would have been her 
junior year of high school and 
as part of her studies interned 
as a reporter at the Times 
Chronicle. 

When it came time to take 
her college boards, Carter 
responded with scores in 
excess of 1400. 

For the most part Carter 
was happy with her decision to 
leave the honors program at 
Reading Memorial High School 
because she did not feel chal- 
lenged enough and became 
bored with the classes. 
However, she did miss out on 
some of the rites of passage of 
a high school student. 

“I never went to a prom and 
never had a graduation cere- 
mony,” Carter said. “I don’t 
really regret it but that is 
something that you miss. I am 
okay with that, but I can see 


how some people might have a 
problem.” 


Carter chose the home 
school curriculum provided by 
the Clonmara School of Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. If she had 
wanted to Carter could have 
attended the graduation cere- 
mony at the Ann Arbor cam- 


It was that feeling of being 
on their own, that led King and 
a friend, Dianne Ryan, to form 
NSHLA in March of 1998. 
According to King, the two par- 
ents felt they were the only peo- 
ple in Reading who were home- 
schooling their children. 

They would travel to 
Arlington regularly to meet 
with other parents of home 
learners and decided to form 
their own organization. Once 
the decision was made the two 
mapped out their goal coverage 
area and left flyers at all the 
local libraries in the surround- 
ing 14 to 15 towns. 

“We started to get phone 


calls immediately,” King 
recalled. 
The group registered close to 


30 members in the first year. 
From there the organization 
“. just grew. 

King said that NSHLA start- 
ed with a monthly field trip 
based on the interest of the stu- 
dents, For the parents there was 
an evening support group. 

At the suggestion of one of 
the members a Wonderful 
Weekday was instituted about 
two years after the organiza- 
tion was formed. Last year the 
special day during one of the 
weeks included an Indian Pow 
Wow, where a member's rela- 


tive came from Rhode Island 
and talked to the students about 
what it was like to a Native 
American in high school. 

According to King, the stu- 
dents were able to gather a 
number of learning experiences 
from their Native American 
studies, including some biology 
and history. 

The ability to learn several 
things from a child’s basic 
interests is a large facet of 
what homeschooling is about. 
Weymouth said that Tristan is 
interested in rocketry and the 
Oakmeadow system allows him 
to learn such skills as spelling, 
math, history and astronomy 
while learning about space 
travel. 

Both Tristan and Susan 
expressed their happiness over 
being home schooled students. 
However, Ashley was very vocal 
in the reasons she enjoys it. 

“I love homeschooling. It is 
more relaxing,” Ashley said. 
“When you need help they (the 
parents) can help you. 

“My mom helps me. I think 
my mom is a good teacher.” 

As for the socialization 
facet, a lot has changed since 
Carter was a home school stu- 
dent. 

Dow said, “I can’t keep up 
with the socialization.” 

This past week, the students 
and parents spent an overnight 
at Plimouth Plantation and 
took a tour of the replica of the 
Mayflower in Plymouth Harbor. 
As a part of their regular stud- 
ies the group sponsors a Gym 
and Swim at the Woburn YMCA 
every Wednesday and they hold 
a learning coop at the 
Unitarian-Universalist Church 
in Wakefield. 

Despite all of the activities 
within NSHLA, the students are 
also involved in local sports 
activities and are building rela- 
tionships with children from 
the public school systems with-
